MARINER'S  CHURCH. 


Tjii:  first  systematic  exertions  to  promote  religion 
among  Seamen  in  Boston,  it  is  believed,  weir  made  by  a 
Society  of  Gentlemen,  formed  in  the  year  1812.  The 
object  of  that  Society  was  to  print  and  distribute  religious 
Tracts  among  Sailors,  and  to  encourage  the  establishment 

of  a  religious  service  on  hoard  vessels  when  at  sea.  An 

edition  of  several  tracts  was  published,  and  partly  dis- 
tributed.   The  labors  of  that  Society  soon  ceased. 

In  the  year  1816  another  Society  was  formed,  called 

"The  BostOII  Society  for  the  Religious  and  Moral  In- 
struction of  the  Poor,"  under  whose  patronage  a  religious 
serv  ice  was  established  for  the  special  ben<  fil  of  Seamen. 
The  first  meeting  was  held  on  the  first  Sabbath  in  August, 
in  the  year  1818,  in  a  Bail  lofl  under  the  Observatory  on 

Central  wharf,  where  it  was  continued  without  interrup- 
tion for  more  than  eleven  years,  Connected  with  the 
meeting  for  Seamen,  another  meeting  was  held  on  the 
afternoon  of  each  Sabbath  at  the  "  Mission  House,"  in 
the  west  part  of  the  ni\.  On  the  30th  of  December, 
1823,  a  church  was  organized,  comprising  persons  who 
attended  both  these  meetings,  denominated  "The  Mari- 
ner's Church,"  to  winch  additions  were  made  from  time 

to  tune,  and  the  ordinances  el*  the  gospel  regular!)  ad- 

ministered.     After  three   years  the  meeting-house  in 
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Green  street  was  built,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jbnks,  who  had 
officiated  as  preacher  to  the  Seamen  from  the  first  opening 
of  the  meeting,  was  requested  to  settle  there.  The 
greater  part  of  the  church  chose  to  remove  with  him,  and 
the  name  was  changed  to  "  Green  Street  Church." 
This  took  place  on  the  25th  of  October,  1826.  Preach- 
ing was  still  continued  to  the  Seamen  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Religious  and  Moral  Society,  until  January,  1828, 
when  u  The  Boston  Seaman's  Friend  Society"  was 
formed,  This  Society  was  incorporated  in  1639,  and  a 
meeting-house  for  Seamen  was  built  on  the  easterly  side 
of  Fort  Hill  during  tilt.*  same  year.  The  house  was  pub- 
licly dedicated  to  the  worship  of  God  on  the  first  d  13  of 
January,  1830,  and  measures  were  soon  taken  lor  the 
organization  of  a  church.  There  were  in  the  stated  con- 
gregation, six  persons,  members  of  di  fie  rent  churches, 

boides    two   others   who    had    been   dismissed    from  the 

former  41  Mariuer's  Church/1  at  the  time  the  n  ime  of  it 
w  as  changed,  for  the  express  purpose  of  becoming  con- 
nected with  a  church  in  the  seaman's  meeting  whenever 
one  should  be  formed,  A  council  was  invited,  and  on 
January  20th,  1830,  these  persons,  with  one  by  profes- 
sion, were  organized  into  a  church  denominated  11  The 
.Mariner'.^  ('lunch.''  The  whole  number  of  persons  re- 
ceived to  it-  communion,  up  t<>  January,  1654,  was  two 
hundred  and  forty-five.  Of  these,  sixty-five  remain,  the 
others  having  either  removed  their  connections  to  other 
churches,  or  gone  to  their  final  reward.    Some  have  ^n.nc 

out  from  11-,  hrinif  not  of  u>. 

On  the  I3th  of  February,  1830,  the  Church  made 
choice  of  the  Rev.  Jonathan  Gri  i  ni.eaf  as  their  regular 
Pastor,  which  nilice  he  held  till  November  22,  1833. 
The  Rev,  1>.  M,  Lord  was  the  second  Pastor  of  the 
Church,  from  November,   1835,  to  July,  1848.  The 
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Rev.  (i.  W.  Bourne,  the  third  Pastor,  was  installed 
February,  1849,  and  continues  to  the  present  time. 

The  house  of  worship  on  Fort  Hill,  which  was  erected 
in  1830,  was  destroyed  by  fire  together  with  the  Sailor's 
Home,  July  10,  1852. 

Being  thus  destitute  of  a  place  of  worship  for  the 
Mariner's  Church,  the  Boston  Seaman's  Friend  Society 

purchased  of  the  Christian  Society  their  house  of  worship, 
at  the  corner  of  Sea  and  Summer  Streets,  which,  after 
being  repaired,  was  publicly  dedicated  to  the  worship  of 
God,  December  28,  L852;  and  the  church  and  congrega- 
tion  formerly  worshiping  at  the  Mariner's  Church  on 
Fort  Hill,  entered  it  with  thankful  hearts. 

The  stated  officiating  ministers  to  Seamen,  since  the 
establishment  of  the  meeting,  have  been  the  following, 
viz.:  Rev.  William  Jenks,  I).  D.,  from  1818  to  1826; 
dev.  Stephen  Bailey,  from  I82G  to  1828;  Rev. 
itjiais  Greenleaf,  from  1828  to  1833;  Rev.  I).  M. 
Lord,  from  1834  to  1847;  Rev.  (i.  W,  Bourne,  from 

134*3  to  the  present  time.

STANDING  RULES. 

\ 

1.  The  officers  of  the  church  shall  consist  of 
A  CL  rkt  to  keep  the  records  : 

A  Treasurer)  to  receive  all  moneys  belonging  to  the 

church,  and  pay  them  out  l>\  order  of  the  same,  rendering 
his  account  annually  : 

A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  the  pastor  and 
deacons,  with  such  others  as  the  church  may  elect,  for 
the  examination  of  candidates  :  and 

A  Committet  to  superintend  the  singing. 

These  officers  shall  be  chosen  al  the  monthly  meeting 
of  the  church  in  .1  anuar) ,  annually. 

2.  The  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  supper  shall  be  admin- 
istered on  the  first  Sabbath  in  every  other  month. 

i5.  The  church  will  hold  a  monthly  meeting  for  devo- 
tion, and  for  the  transaction  of  such  appropriate  business 
as  may  be  necessary,  on  the  Fridaj  evening  next  pre- 
ceding the  first  Sabbath  of  each  month. 

1.  The  Kxuminiiig  Committee  will  meet  statedly  on  the 
Wednesday  next  preceding  the  monthly  church  meeting, 
for  the  purpose  of  examining  candid  ites, 

5,  Persons  wishing  to  unite  with  tln^  church  1>\  profes- 
sion, having  been  examined  hv  the  committee  concerning 

their  Christian  experience,  shall  he  reported  to  the  church 
at  the  monthly  meeting,  and  then  remain  oil  probation 
one  month,  at  the  end  of  which  tunc,  if  no  ohjeete  n  is 
made,  they  shall,  b\  \.»n  of  the  church,  h<  public!}  pro- 
pounded, and  after  Btanding  propounded  at  leasl  two 
Sabbaths,  may  he  received  to  communion. 

6,  Members  of  other  churches  dismissed  and  recom- 


mended  to  this,  having  been  before  tin1  Examining  Com- 

mittee,  and  by  them  reported  to  the  church,  shall  remain 
on  probation  one  month,  when,  if  no  objection  appears, 
they  shall  be  received  to  the  church  by  vote. 

The  regulation  in  regard  to  time  in  both  tlx4  foregoing 
instances  may  be  dispensed  with  by  special  vote,  in  the 

case  of  seamen,   who   are    bound   to   sea,  provided  the 

church  is  satisfied  in  other  respects. 

7.  This  church  being  by  its  constitution  of  a  general 

nature,  intended  to  meet  the  views  of  evangelical  Chris- 
tians of  all  denominations,  and  not  adopting  exclusively 

the  peculiarities  of  any,  will  receive  members  by  regular 
dismission  ami  recommendation  from  an  evangelical 
church  of  any  denomination,  and  will  dismiss  its  members 

to  any  Buch  church,  if  requested. 

8.  .Members  of  this  church,  except  such  as  follow  the 

sea,  having  removed  their  residence  from  this- city  tor  the 
space  of  one  year,  are  expected  to  take  a  dismission  to 

some  other  Christian  chinch;    and    it  shall  be  the  duty 

of  the  clerk,  at  the  monthly  meeting  in  January,  to 
report  to  the  church  the  names  of  those  members  who 
have  removed  from  the  city,  without  complying  with  this 
rule. 

D,  Members  of  this  church  who  shall  voluntarily  absent 
themselves,  while  residents  of  tin-  city,  from  its  public 

Worship  on  the  Sabbath,  f..r  the  space  of  three  months, 

shall  be  regarded  els  having  violated  the  church  covenant 

ami  shall  be  Subject  to  church  discipline.  Such  persons 
to  be  reported  to  the  church  by  the  clerk,  at  the  monthly 

meetings  of  January,  April,  July  and  October, 

Kb  All  persons  admitted  to  tins  church  shall  engage 
to  abstain  wholly  from  the  use  of  ardent  >piritsf  either  as 
an  article  of  drink  or  traffic. 
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
